populace,

They fee] thas my uprising by military elemants in Venezuela now would 
sericusly damage tho internal] prestige of the country. There is some 
discontent song them becawe of the decrse restoring property to former high 
officials of the Medina, Lopor Contreras, and Gomoz re jimes who vere 

aceusod under the AD government of having misappropriated public funds,
